TO $15,000,000 PLASTIC 


NEW YORK, Sept. 11 (UP)~— 
Boom and bust are pleasant words 
today in the ears of Dr. Ferdinand 
Ringer, for the more the sound 
of bursting balloons is heard, the 
more his com y booms. 

“Kids are blowing 20,000,000 of 
my balloons a day now,” Dr. 
Ringer said. “In a couple of 
months it may be in the billions.” 
He is the inventor of America's 
latest toy fad—the plastic balloon 
—which dealers say drawfs the 
yo-yo craze of the early 308. 
Plastic balloons, or bubbles, are 
blown from a. concoction that is 
sold over the counter in tubes like 
toothpaste. It is non-poisonous, 
non-inflammable and digestible if 
accidentally swallowed. 

“I was working in my laboratory 
one day last March,” Dr. Ringer 
explained. “I was working with 
some vinylite plastic and I saw a 
bubble, A big bubble. I thought, 
‘Balloons!’ Just an aceident.” 

The accident has grown into the 
$15,000,000-a-year Bub-O-Loon, Inc., 
business, Dr. Ringer’s business as- 
sociate, Bud Mesburg, estimates. 

Dr. Ringer, an Austrian-born 
plastics expert, came to the Unit- 
ed States from Europe in May 
1940 to work on wartime plastics 
for the Army and Navy. 

“My most famous invention,” he 
said, “was the everlasting match. 
But the Swedish match cartel 
bought all the rights to that and 
have suppressed it.”

The representa- 
tive of the Soviet Union has 
charged that others than himself 
have stated that ggreement was 
impossible. 

“That is not my view. Such a 
statement is without foundation in 
fact as is proved by the records of 
this commission—which also show 
that the Soviet Union, since the 
beginning of our work, attempted 
to impede the desires of the ma- 
jority.

Translated into retail prices, 
this indicates that if present de- 
mands for meat hold steady prices 
probably will hit new peaks. 

The United Press reported that

He said they felt 
that the present margin require- 
ments of 35 cents a bushel for 
wheat and corn and 30 cents u 
bushel for oats were “adequate.” 


(Earlier in the day, wheat for

The Secretary talks of the immediate threat 
of intolerable hunger and cold.” He lists as fac- 
tors in Europe's plight “bad dropths, following 


an unusually severe winter, increasing crop. 


- ‘shortages and restrictive financial measures 


which certain European governments have al- 


ready been obliged to take.” Last winter’s Arctic 
conditions took a severe toll of Europe in suf- 
fering for lack of food and fuel; it even took 
life by a combination of cold and malnutrition. 

It has become evident by now that the broad- 
gauged Marshall plan to help Europe help itself 
cannot become effective until the winter is well 
along, if then. Even if it be assumed that Con- 
gress and the country are prepared to act with 
utmost expedition, the ponderous machinery for 
important legislation has to be reckoned with. 
But this assumption cannot freely be made, for 


it is certain that many members of Congress will 


insist on giving close scrutiny both to the state- 
ment of Europe’s needs and to its capacity for 
helping itself, 

Just as we in the United States have never 
felt the full brunt of modern warfare, neither 
have most of us ever experienced the awful ex- 
periences of hunger and cold. But we had better 
stir our imaginations and let our sympathies be 
quickened, for those twin tragedies face the 
already dismayed people of Europe. 


‘the problems that the stricken Continent faces. 
They will have seen the mutilated cities; they 
will have learned at first hand what a diet of 
1000 or 1500 calories does to the human body 
and spirit; they will have seen what lack of 
rainfall has done to this year’s crops; and they 
will have heard of the agonies Europe endured 
last winter. Never were so-called junkets more 
justified than these because it is necessary to see 
Europe at firsthand te understand thoroughly 
how awful is the aftermath of war. 

Western Europe, despite everything, remains 
an orderly civilization, but it cannot continue so 
if hunger and cold persist. . These conditions in- 
vite disorder, bloodshed, the overthrowing of old 
institutions and the advent of anarchy. Human 
sympathy alone argues conclusively for congres- 
sional action on Secretary Marshall’s suggestion; 
but oe sled dogs the gelfish interest of the United 
States. 

Because of our wealth and position, the United 
States has become, for the moment, the guardian 


_ ef Western civilization. If we fail to fulfill that 


grave responsibility, our failure will rise to 
plague us.

The V-2 Goes to Sea 3 
The Navy’s top expert in rockets and guided 
missiles, Rear Adm. D. V. Gallery, says the 
launching of a German V-2 rocket from the 
aircraft carrier Midway in the Atlantic Ocean 
“will mark the beginning of a new era in naval 
weapons.” And it is indeed an accom 


plishment 
to launch one of these 46-foot long, 15-ton rock- 


‘ets from the deck of a’ warship at sea. 

- On Iand the V-2 sits on the ground, is far from 
any inflammables or explosives, and personnel is 
safely stationed in a concrete block-house. Out 
in the Atlantic, the Midway's deck certainly was 
not steady. The terrifically hot takeoff blast 
was within yards of great amounts of gasoline, 
oil and ammunition. All personnel faced a cer- 
tain amount of danger that may have ranged 
very high. Much credit for the successful launch- 
ing goes to all aboard the Midway as well as to 
the scientists. in the distant laboratories and the 
technicians at such proving grounds as White 
Sands and Point Mugu. 

Although the rocket exploded after going up 
only six miles, the big question was the feasi- 
bility of an ocean launching. (The rocket may 
not have carried a full fuel load.) Another ques- 
tion also apparently was successfully answered 
when the carrier’s planes took off without being 
hampered by thé launching. 

As things now stand, the coastlines of all na- 
tions and their hinterlands for a depth of more 
than 250 miles are vulnerable to the V-2 rocket- 
equipped ship. And that danger zone may have 
been extended much further by the latest type 
reckets (heavily veiled in secrecy) now being de- 
veloped in this country by Army, Navy and Air 
Forces. 

The aircraft carrier, armed with V-2 rockets, 
is a new piece on the naval chess board. It is 
more dangerous piece to the enemy, but it auto- 
matically acquires more of that vulnerability 
noted so often when the Wasp, Lexington and 
other carriers were picked off by planes and by 
submarines. Perhaps it is pertinent to dwell on 
the status of the submarine, which emerged from 

World War II with a wonderful record, as a 
rocket carrier. 

Months ago a small news item told of a V-1 
being launched from the deck of a submarine. 
There is no apparent reason why a V-2 could 

not be launched from a submarine. It is not too 

small a ship. Submarines now building have a 

much faster underwater speed than in World 

War II, are able to avoid radar detection, and 

can stay submerged for months, Most. certainly

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Politics of Rent 
Congress passed the buck on rent control to 
local advisory boards. Maybe it wasn’t so cagey 
after all. Giving Governors the power to ap- 
point the boards was risky business. If the 
boards become unpopular, the blame. will fall 


right back on the G.O.P. Congress that made 


the buck-passing law. With 15,750,000 renters 
affected - and probably twice that many poten- 


tial voters—the backfire could take on the pro- 


portions of a Hollywood spectacle. 


Technically, the boards have no power. They 


can only recommend the removal or adjustment 
of rent ceilings. However, Housing Expediter 
Frank R. Creedon says he will rely heavily on 
their counsel. He has to, because he hasn’t the 
machinery for any careful review. 

Here in St. Louis there is the amusing spec- 
tacle of the Real Property Owners’ League pro- 
testing that landlords were left out of the board 
Gov. Donnelly appointed. He appointed two 
real estate men. If the interest of any of the 
three other mémbers were ‘as clearly with tén- 
ants as the sympathy of realty men is with land- 
lords, renters would feel much more secure than 
they do. Perhaps the R.P.O.L. would feel easier 
with the East Side board to which Gov. Green 
appointed a solid five real estate men. . 

Between Gov. Donnelly’s unpredictable, board 
and a state rent law that does not go into effect 
until mext March 1, a municipal rent ordinance 
is important public business, Mayor Kaufmann, 
sits stubbornly ‘on a t opinion that it 
wouldn’t be constitutional, and Alderman Riehl 
says it was fomented by the Communists, but the 
movement goes forward for an ordinance by 
initiative petition. There are already more than 
the required number of signatures, and a few 
thousand more will leave a large enough num- 
ber to stand up after ineligibles are combed out. 

The city administration could still salvage 
something from this wasted political opportunity, 
but not for long.

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Its Own Victim 

The latest industry to be forced to close down 
some of its plant because of the steel shortage 
is, strange to say, the steel industry itself. 

The Carnegie-Illinois Corp., the largest pro- 
ducing subsidiary of United States Steel, has 
closed down the equivalent of three blast fur- 
naces, with a daily output of 2500 tons of pig 
iron, because of the lack of coke. The lack of 
coke is caused, of course, by the lack of cars to 
haul it in, which has been caused by the lack of 
steel to make them. : 

J. Monroe Johnson, director of the Office of 
Transportation, says that several other big steel 


“ mills ate on the verge of closing for the lack of 


coal cars. He says we need 100,000 more freight 
cars than we have. So far this year, because of 
the steel shortage, .freight-car manufacturers 
have been able to turn out only enough cars to 
replace those that wore out and were junked. 

This is only one example of how the steel in- 
dustry has hurt itself and the nation by failing 
to foresee and prepare to meet the maximum de- 


mand for steel. Steel executives look back to- 


ward an economy of scarcity and unemployment. 


They should look forward to an economy of. 


plenty and full employment. At least they 
should resolve that if that goal is not achieved, 
the blame shall not rest on them. 

No wonder that Senator O’Mahoney thinks 

steel men “seem to entertain the same doubts 
about the ability of the capitalistic system that 
have been expressed by Mr. Stalin.” 
The Communist-controlled Hungarian Govern- 
ment denies it has curbed free speech. And un- 
doubtedly is prepared to jail any lying Fascist 
agitator who tries to say otherwise.

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Words Aren’t Enough for China 

Chiang Kai-shek’s exhortation to the Kuomin- 
tang to cleanse itself is a contradiction in terms. 
The dominant right wing of the Kuomintang has 
a vested interest in corruption. Bad government 
is profitable to these men and they don’t have 
any idea of doing anything about it except hold- 
ing on like grim death. \ 

What is demanded is a thorough houseclean- 
ing, to sweep out the filth. As Louis Fischer 
writes in the Progressive: “The Central Govern- 
ment is very corrupt at the top, in the middle, 
and at the bottom.”

Plight of University Teachers 


The Mirror 
of 
Public Opinton 


Economic squeeze has affected the college campus more than most 
places, writer says; faculties are stuck with small salaries and live 
in “shabby gentility”; many teachers go in debt; yet schools cannot 
plead poverty; advises professors to organize to win just pay. 


Anthony Netboy in the Progressive 


Just to amble through the campus path- 
ways is to feel far removed from the con- 
flicts and strains that beset our American 
life. Probe deeply, however, and the seren- 
ity of this idyllic community disappears, and 
you find here a microcosm of all the eco- 
nomic and social problems that trouble our 
society, 

The unhappy truth is that this “company” 
town exists largely in an atmosphere of 
genteel poverty. One 
state university, like 
most of our colleges 
and universities, does 
not pay its faculty a 
living wage. Although 
the state is among 
the five wealthiest in 
the nation, it main- 
tains a salary scale 
that does not per- 
mit a majority of the 
faculty to stay out of 
debt. 

Men who have 
taught for years and 
attained professorial . 
— — . ¢ Prof, Slichter 
to $4500 per year—$500 or $600 more if they 
teach in the summer school. 


Plight of the Average Family 


Only 5 per cent or so of the faculty, how- 
ever, are fortunate enough to wear the pro- 
fessorial toga. The salary scales in the 
academic year 1946-47 were as follows per 
annum: 

Associate professors— —$3500-$4000 
Assistant professors— — 3000- 3500 
Instructors — — — — 2000- 2500 


One can imagine the plight of the average 
family trying to make ends meet these in- 
flated days on the above incomes in a com- 
munity where prices are as high as in New 
York or Washington. Most families, I was 
told, are heavily in debt to their grocer, 
butcher, baker, etc. 


The American Association of University 
Professors—the only organization which 
passes for a union—has presented to the 
president and board of trustees its pro- 
posals for increased salaries. The president 
and board found them not unreasonable and 
passed them on to the state legislature 
which holds the purse strings. But so far 
the legislature has not seen fit to accept 
them, 

The net effect of the economic squeeze 

on this paradisiacal town is to make house- 

wives something akin to beasts of burden, 

and family breadwinners lose many sleep- 
less nights wondering how to make ends 

meet. 0 


What Prof. Slichter Found 


The old car, old washing machine, old 
vacuum sweeper must suffice. A visitor is 
struck by the fact that there are so few ap- 
pliance stores in the town, or clothing and 
apparel shops. These people haven't the 
money for clothes except to keep growing 
children from betraying their shabby gen- 
teel backgrounds. 


The university town I described is not an 
isolated or unique example. If anything it 
is more fortunate than many college com- 
munities. 

Prof. Sumner H. Slichter of Harvard 
has made a study of professors’ salaries in 


to the status of a craft union. 


106 institutions in 1946. He found that 89 
paid from $3000 to $5000 for professors; five 
were paying as little as $2800 to $3000, and 
only 12 above $5000, His sample was repre- 
sentative of private and publicly endowed 
institutions throughout the land. 


What is the basic cause of the tragic 
economic plight in which the most highly 
educated group in our population finds it- 
self? 

The main reason, in my opinion, is that 
like other white collar groups that have 
neglected to associate themselves in strong 
organizations, the teaching profession has 
enjoyed poor bargaining power. 

Highest Tuition in History 

No longer can institutions which employ 
these people plead poverty. Tuition fees 
are at the highest levels in American his- 
tory and enrollments have reached a peak 
that is beyond the most optimistic prewar 
estimates. Institutions which were operat- 
ing in the red a few years ago are now in 
the black. ‘ 

Where does the money go? Obviously, 
the teaching staffs have not been rewarded 
with a fair share: of the increased incomes. 


Profits from instruction in some institu- 
tions is truly fantastic. One university to 
my knowledge has enrollments as high as 
1000 ‘students per course which is taught by 
one instructor with the help of a loud 


speaker and five student assistants to mark 


papers. From this course alone the univer- 
sity obtains around $36,000 per semester in 
tuition and pays the instructor 31000. 


Some institutions are saving the lush in- 
come from tuition for the day when mate- 
rials will be available to build imposing 
buildings. In a few state institutions the 
legislature is cutting down on appropria- 
tions and forcing the university to use the 
tuition “take” to cover a larger share of 
expenses, 
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Need for a Forceful Approach 


As yet, the sense of solidarity is not 
strong. The only national organization that 
is trying to lessen the squeeze on the pro- 
fession is the AAUP. Its chapters have 
made studies, filed reports and petitioned 
presidents and boards of trustees. In some 
instances these methods have obtained quick 
results, but in many there is need for a 
more forceful approach, 


Perhaps the AAUP will some day attain 
The only 
hope for the profession is, like the organi- 
zation of musicians, radio artists and ac- 
tors, to develop a powerful guild spirit and 
to present a united front against the forces 
that have taken advantage of their profes- 
sional pride to underpay and overwork 
them. 

In short, what is needed is strong leader- 
ship that will bring the emoluments of 
teaching in our colleges at least up to a level 
with that earned by bricklayers, truck driv- 
ers, milkmen and the more favored janitors

Kansas City was a cow town in 1876 when | 
Jim Pendergast arrived there from St. 
Joseph. Gambling, saloons and murder 
were wide open. Jim started a saloon in 
“the Bottoms” and very soon began building 
the Pendergast political machine, 

Sixty years later Kansas City had out- 
wardly become a cultural center, but, 
through the alliance of machine politics 
and crime, gambling, saloons and murder 
were still wide open. 

Author Reddig’s book, which primarily 
is a history of the Pendergast family, also 
is a history of Kansas City. He traces the 
Pendergast machine, with Jim starting in 
with a little ward @rganization built around 
his saloon, through the time he turned over 
his political power when he was 54 years 
old to his younger błother Tom—then Tom's 
growth to be the political boss of the state 
and one of the most powerful in the his- 
tory of the nation. 

* * 

Much space is devoted to Col.“ William 
R. Nelson, owner and editor of, the Kan- 
sas City Star, a boss in his own right. The 
Star fought bitter battles with the boss, but 
there were times, too, when it served the 
purposes of both Pendergast and Nelson to 
work together. 

About 30 years ago, Pendergast’ s influ- 
ence was of compelling force in state Dem- 
ocratic politics. Year by year it grew until 
in 1932 he directed the Democratic State 
Committee to name his man for Governor. 
The regular nominee, named largely through 
Pendergast’s influence, had died. 

Two years later he selected an obscure 
county judge, one Harry S. Truman, to run 
for the Senate. For four years Pendergast 
ruled the Capitol in Jefferson City, which 
came to be known as “Uncle Tom’s Cabin,” 
and his man in the Senate stayed there un- 
til through chance he became Vice Presi- 
dent and then President. 

* + * 

Reddig, with faithful attention to accura- 
cy, recounts the beginning of the Pender- 
gast downfall with the selection of an hon- 
est Election Commission by Gov. Lloyd C. 
Stark in 1937, and the prosecution and con- 
viction of 259 Pendergast followers by the 
then United States District Attorney Mau- 
rice M. Milligan. He follows Pendergast 
into federal prison for income tax frauds, 

Written before the last evidence of the 
Kansas City alliance between crime and 
politics, the 1946 election frauds and the 
theft of grand jury evidence, the book does 
not bring the local political history quite 
up to date. But if an author waited for 
that in a Kansas City story, the book would 
never be written. 

The book contains little that has not 
been published, but the author has done a 
skillful job in weaving the facts into a his- 
tory which contains most of the elements 
of a novel. It is readable, interesting and 
informative. CURTIS A. BETTS.

Accused of Insisting Public a 


Relations Firm Fire Worker 
‘On Religious Grounds.’ 


NEW YORK, Sept. 11 (up- 
Frank H. Berends Associates, a 
public relations firm, filed suit in- 


Supreme Court today for $105,000 
against the Rev. Guy Emery Ship- 
ler, editor of the Churchman, 
charging him with breach of con- 
tract in insisting that the firm 
fire an employe “solely on re- 
ligious grounds.” 


The firm said it was retained by 
Dr. Shipler to promote his “good- 
will sermon-of-the-week” program 
over WOR on Sunday mornings. 
The sermon project, the suit said, 
has as its objective “the promo- 
tion of goodwill between persons 
of alP faiths, religions, color and 
origin.“ 

It charged the defendant with 
insisting upon plaintiff discharg- 
ing a member of its staff solely on 
religious grounds, in violation of 
the spirit and purpose of the said 
campaign and plan.” The suit did 
not identify the employe but Dr. 
Shipler said the employe was a 
girl, a Roman Catholic, 

Dr. Shipler recently was in- 
volved in a controversy as a mem- 
ber of a delegation of clergymen 
who visited Yugoslavia and subse- 
quently was accused of “white- 
washing” the Tito regime there in 
relation to veligious persecution. 
The suit named as defendant 
Dr. Shipler’s Religious Associates, 
Inc., sponsor of both the sermon 
project, and the Churchman, an 
Episcopalian magazine. 

Dr. Shipler denied both the 
charge of religious discrimination 
and the allegation that he “in- 
ststed” the employe be fired. He 
said his request that the employe 
be dismissed was based on incom- 
petence and was, in any case, only 
a minor incident in disagreements 
which led to the breaking his con- 
tract with Berends. 

It was broken, he said, because 
of the organization's complete in- 
competence and failure to meet 
its conditions. . They were sup- 
posed to use the best offices of the 
organization (for the fund-raising 
campaign). They did not 
do 80.“ 

Dr. Shipler said he had asked 
that the girl in question be dis- 
missed because she was “not a 
competent person to have repre- 
senting the Churchman.”
